GET THE HYGROMETER 


What is even more important than the 
relative humidity is the reading of the 
wet bulb thermometer. If we could get 
people to think in terms of temperature 
jae shown by the wet bulb thermometer 

instead of those of the dry bulb, people 
would be more comfortable, healthier, 
end better off generally. 

Still another instrument making use of 
the same general principle is called the 
kathathermometer, It is an instrument 
for measuring the comfort of the air as 
shown by the rapidity with which the 
thermometer reading falls. It furnishes 
a method ofj measuring heat, moisture, 
and rate of évaporation. For those who 
will use it, the kathathermometer is a far 
better instrument for termining the 
comfort and healthfuineas Ogi than is 
8 the thermometer or the hygrome- 
er. i

Scientists are not agreed as to how or 
Why too little or too much moisture in 
the air causes sickness... However, a 
large portion of them think that radical 
departures from the normal in the 
amount of water in the air does make 
against both comfort and health. The 
theoretical best relative humidity for 
air,is 70. However, that is seldom a 
practiced level. If the proportion of 
moisture gets a little over 75, great dis- 
comfort results. Besides, it is difficult to 
add so much moisture to the air. Wall 
and window sweating are objectionable. 
| Physiologists are willing to accept 40 
to 80 relative humidity as a compromise. 
It is practicable and, so far as we know.
